DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendnnent filed on Decennber 29, 2003. 

Status of Claims 

Claims 17, 18, 22, 24 and 32 are pending. Claims 1-16, 19-21, 23 and 25-31 are 
cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Stephen P. Catlin on March 3, 2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 17 now reads (in entirety): 

A semiconductor device, comprising: 
a silicon substrate, 

a gate insulation film on the silicon substrate, 

a germanium film on the gate insulation film, 

a polysilicon film on the germanium film, and 

a transition metal nitride in direct contact with the polysilicon film, 

wherein p-type impurities are doped into the germanium film, and a range of 
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concentration of the p-type impurities is about 10^^ to 10^° cm*^. 

Claim 22 now reads (in entirety): 

A semiconductor device, comprising: 
a substrate; 

an insulation film on the substrate; 

a silicon film on the insulation film; 

a gate insulation film on the silicon film; 

a germanium film on the gate insulation film; 

a polysilicon film on the germanium film; and 

a transition metal nitride in direct contact with the polysilicon film, 

wherein p-type impurities are doped into the germanium film, and a range of 

concentration of the p-type impurities is about 10''^ to 10^° cm'^. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 17, 18, 22, 24 and 32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to explicitly teach, in the context of the claim, a transition metal nitride in 
direct contact with a polysilicon film.
